ON MAY 10, architects, local 
residents and business own- 
ers, and city leaders gathered at 
Roxbury’s Hibernian Hall to cel- 
ebrate the results of the Dudley 
Square Community Charrette 
and Design Competition spon- 
sored by Equity Office. 
BSA hosted the com- 
petition in association with 
the City of Boston, the Boston 
Redevelopment Authority 
(BRA), Common Boston and the 
Roxbury Masterplan Oversight 
Committee as part of the public 
programming for the AIA 2008

In February 2007, Boston 
Mayor Tom Menino hosted the 


kick-off planning for the con- 
vention, inviting 40 architects to 
join this brainstorming session.

Architects lobby for the creative economy, 
green buildings and building code reform 


ON A RAINY DAY IN APRIL, 
more than 50 architects and 
allies of the BSA braved the ele- 
ments to take part in Architects 
Day on Beacon Hill, our annual 
lobbying event. The day featured 
meetings with more than 60 
legislators and their staff aides. 
Participants at this year’s event 
represented the more than 4,000 
registered architects in the state 
on several issues critical to 
architects, the building industry 
and the Commonwealth. 


This year, we focused our lobby- 

ing efforts on four issues: 

+ reforming the stagnant and 
inefficient State Building 
Code adoption process to 
limit unique local amend- 
ments, streamline the adop- 
tion process and ensure that 
the state is in line with the 
latest national code require- 
ments; 


« stimulating the creative 
economy through two 
bills that would create the 
Massachusetts Creative 
Economy Council and a 
Creative Challenge Index for 
public schools, which would 
develop a statewide strategy 
for enhancement of the cre- 
ative economy and establish 
incentives for schools to 
foster creative skills, respec- 
tively; 

* supporting the environmen- 
tal and higher education 
bond bills in order to support 
our state’s sagging infra- 
structure; and 

* congratulating the legislature 
on the imminent passage of 
significant energy-reform 
legislation and encourag- 
ing further incentives that 
promote high-performance 
building technology.

Changes in the land: 


WITH SO MANY OF OUR 
HISTORIC CITIES, towns and 
villages predating the automo- 
bile—and the sprawl develop- 
ment it fueled—Massachusetts 
should be one of the smart 
growth jewels of the country. 
Yet we are consuming land at 
a rate seven times that of our 
population growth. 

Not only do we drive to 
work, but we drive to the store, 
to school, to the park, to church, 
to visit friends. If it were con- 
venient to replace even some of 
those other trips with alterna- 
tive transportation like walking, 
biking or shuttle service, we 
could go a long way toward cre- 
ating healthier, more appealing 
places to live as well as taking 
a necessary step to confront 
global warming. It is also the 
only permanent relief for rising 
energy costs. 

However, our outdated land- 
use laws make it difficult, and 
in many places, impossible, to 
build walkable communities. In 
eastern Massachusetts outside 
the Boston core, only 5 percent 
of all residential units projected 
to be built from 2000 to 2030 
will be on lot sizes of a quarter- 
acre or smaller under current 


trends. It is projected that 
nationally we already have built 
more large homes on large lots 
than for there is a market for 
through 2025, while we are far 
behind the production number 
of needed small-lot detached 
and attached dwelling units. 

We have to improve the rules 
of the development game in 
Massachusetts in order to build 
more of the housing types that 
are needed. 


What can we do? 
The BSA is one of the founding 
members of the Massachusetts 
Smart Growth Alliance, a coali- 
tion of seven policy organiza- 
tions that came together in 2003 
to promote healthy and diverse 
communities, protect critical 
environmental resources and 
working landscapes, provide 
housing and transportation 
choices, and support equitable 
community development and 
urban reinvestment in our state. 
The alliance has made zoning 
reform a top priority. Over the 
last year and a half, with leader- 
ship from the Citizens’ Housing 
and Planning Association and 
the BSA, the alliance con- 
vened key stakeholders in the 


state zoning reform 


development, municipal and 

environmental sectors. This 

group became a Zoning Reform 

Task Force coordinated by 

Undersecretary for Business 

Development Greg Bialecki and 

has been working to develop a 

framework for a major legisla- 

tive proposal to be filed at the 
end of the year, tentatively called 
the Land-Use Partnership Act. 

Key elements of the proposal 
include: 

« supporting progressive mu- 
nicipal planning in cities and 
towns that opt in; 

* requiring those municipali- 
ties to change their zoning to 
reflect the plan; 

+ identifying areas in their 
communities that are appro- 
priate for compact growth; 

* passing ordinances that im- 
prove water management and 
preserve open space; 

« sharing new tools to manage 
growth and development; 
and 

+ initiating a regional review 
process to encourage coordi- 
nation among municipalities 
with regional and state objec- 
tives.

Diverse + inclusive = good business 


ARCHITECTURE AND DESIGN 
FIRMS IN THE BOSTON AREA 
are faced with the dual chal- 
lenge of doing business in a city 
that continues to be haunted by 
the ghosts of intolerance that 
exploded around the busing cri- 
sis and practicing in a profession 
that does not reflect the diversity 
of the society that we serve. 

At the same time, there is a 
growing understanding that di- 
versity is good for business and 
that most workplaces benefit 
from the variety of ideas, back- 
grounds and experience that di- 
versity brings. What is perhaps 
not so well understood is that a 
business or organization can in- 
clude representatives of diverse 
cultures, races, genders and 
sexualities but still not be di- 


verse or welcoming of different 
ideas or work styles. Conversely, 
an organization might be very 
inclusive and open to others and 
not be representative of society. 
Although not many design firms 
can claim to be diverse, almost 
all firms and individuals in the 
architecture profession would 
like to increase diversity and 
be perceived as welcoming. We 
have good intentions. 

We are also increasingly 
taking action. Diversity was 
the focus of the BSA board 
retreat in January, and the topic 
remains an active one on the 
board’s agenda. The BSA is 
working locally with leaders of 
The Partnership Inc., a Boston- 
based organization dedicated to 
talent management solutions for 


New program to tackle 
architect shortage crisis 


RMJM AND THE HARVARD 
UNIVERSITY GRADUATE 
SCHOOL OF DESIGN have 
launched a $2 million program 
aimed at tackling a global short- 
age of architects. 

RMJM’s $1.5 million do- 
nation, matched by another 
$500,000 from the GSD, es- 
tablishes the RMJM Program 
for Research and Education 
in Integrated Design Practice, 
which aims to stem a “brain 
drain” in the design and con- 
struction industry. 

The RMJM program seeks 
to encourage more architects to 
enter the profession by training 
them to integrate business-man- 
agement principles and knowl- 
edge of advanced technologies 
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with design skills. RMJM’s gift 
will support advanced stu- 

dent and faculty research; the 
development of case studies 

and curricula for use at the 
master’s, doctoral and executive 
levels; and the dissemination 

of research findings through lec- 
tures, conferences and publica- 
tions. 

“The future of the industry 
hinges on architects’ ability to 
regain control of the design 
and construction process,” said 
RMJM CEO Peter Morrison. 
“We passionately believe that 
tomorrow's super-designer 
will be as equally adept and 
sophisticated commercially and 
economically as he or she is 
architecturally.” 


multicultural professionals, and 
with Commonwealth Compact, 
a Massachusetts leadership 
diversity initiative launched by 
Boston civic and business lead- 
ers. Nationally, under Marshall 
Purnell FAIA—the current 
president of the national AIA 
and the first African-American 
in that role—diversity has risen 
to become one of the three top 
strategic initiatives for the AIA 
and was the focus of a recent 
three-day meeting in St. Louis. 

But it’s not simple. Creating a 
diverse and inclusive workplace 
with strong and diverse leaders 
requires a cultural shift that is 
complex.

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Dramatic new visions for Dudley Square 


ommunity gardens 

producing vegetables 

for sale at a local 

co-op market, “free 
zoning” to encourage home- 
based enterprises, a destina- 
tion “green” hotel and a new 
light-rail system were just a few 
of the innovative ideas recently 
proposed to revitalize Roxbury’s 
Dudley Square. 

On May 10, the Dudley 
Square Community Charrette 
and Design Competition ended 
with four prizes being awarded. 
However, all 14 participating 
design teams provided plans 
that drew heavily on the visions 
of Dudley Square residents and 
business owners. 

The BSA hosted the com- 
petition in association with 
the City of Boston, the Boston 
Redevelopment Authority 
(BRA), Common Boston and the 
Roxbury Masterplan Oversight 
Committee as part of the public 
programming for the AIA 2008 
National Convention (see 
page 1). Sponsored by Equity 
Office, the program focused 
on a Dudley Square parcel that 
will become available with the 
removal of the two vacant build- 
ings and the relocation of the 
B-2 Police Station. 

Prizes were awarded in four 
categories that Boston Mayor 
Tom Menino described as “the 
components at the heart of the 
city’s strategy for the revitaliza- 
tion of Dudley.” 

Teams drafted preliminary 
designs and then participated 
in a design workshop in April 
at Roxbury’s Hibernian Hall, 
where they received advice 
and critiques from commu- 
nity residents. “That’s why we 
developed the competition: to 
further engage city residents 
in civic planning to tap all the 
possibilities that this site offers,” 
said Mayor Menino. 
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The teams revised their 
designs, which were then 
submitted to a jury consist- 
ing of Catherine Hardaway, 
executive director of Central 
Boston Elders Services; Kerrick 
Johnson, resident and di- 
rector of Roxbury Builders 
Guild; Michael Miles, resident 
and member of the Roxbury 
Strategic Masterplan Oversight 
Committee; Greg Shay, re- 
gional president of Equity 
Office; Kairos Shen, Boston’s 
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the square a better place. It 

dealt with some very real issues 
(including parking), contributed 
to the overall plaza and evoked 
existing patterns.” 


Best Design for Urban Site 
Tseng-Wei Chung and Hernan 
Schlosman won the $10,000 
prize for Best Design for Urban 
Site for their “Dudley Square 
Constellations” proposal. The 
design seemed “to manage the 
scale and density in a way that

Best Design for Building for 
their “Plaza at Dudley Square” 
proposal. “This project was the 
most compelling in the sense 
that we could actually imagine 
it being built,” said Shen. “We 
all thought that, if you could 
do this, it would truly make

“This 
plan was the one that created 
an idea of open space and how 
it could be used as the center 
of community life,” said Shen. 
“It also was the most specific 
about how the library could be 
transformed.” 


Best Green Design 

Don Giard AICP, Stephen 
Moore and Andreas Savvides 
AIA won the $5,000 prize for 
Best Green Design for their 
“Roxbury Gardens” proposal. 
“This proposal looked beyond 
the square and talked about 
how the proposed uses and the 
new buildings could actually be 
connected to other aspects of 
the neighborhood,” commented 
Shen. “It was the most success- 
ful in its broad perspective.” 

Juror member Greg Shay, 
regional president of Equity 
Office, praised all the competi- 
tors. “The energy, the effort, the 
passion that went on here was 
absolutely amazing,” said Shay. 
“Whether or not any one of 
these ideas actually gets devel- 
oped for Dudley Square is not 
necessarily the point when you 
look at a charrette. Every project 
here has great potential. At the 
end of the day, you hope that all 
gets brought together.” 

“This is why we design,” said 
Carole Wedge AIA, LEED of 
Shepley Bulfinch, the chair of 
BSA Host Committee for the 
AIA Convention. “Because the 
success of this competition, 
like the success of design itself, 
is measured by the powerful 
partnership of community and 
designer.”
